REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of 
the prior art of record fairly discloses or renders obvious the claimed method and 
apparatus for the maintenance of the copper plating solution comprising supplying 
an electrolyte solution to a copper plating cell, plating copper and removing the 
used electrolyte solution from the plating cell and refreshing a portion of the 
plating solution with an electrodialysis cell, said cell having anode and cathode and 
at least one concentration chamber. 

As stated in the response the reference does not disclose the plating onto a 
semiconductor substrate. Additionally, the solution refreshed by the Oka patent 
would not be the same solution refreshed by the present application, since there is 
no concentration of copper sulfate in the concentration compartment, rather the 
sulfate ions are removed from the copper-plating bath along with formate ions. 

With respect to the obvious type double patenting claims, applicants argue 
that a two-way obviousness was not shown. A two-way obviousness is not required 
in the making of a provisional rejection between two application, that one was filed 
earlier is not relevant. In any event, it is proper when the only rejection 
outstanding is an obviousness type double patenting to allow one of the applications 
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(here the first filed application), while a rejection should be made in the copending 
application.
